The Soyuz 5 crew of Lieutenant Colonel Boris 
Valentinovich Volynov r Alexei Stanislovich Yeliseyev, 
and Lieutenant Colonel Yevgeny Vasilyevich Khrunov, 
were launched on January 15, 1969. The mission, to 
dock with Soyuz 4, lasted 3 days 0 hrs. 46 mins. 
Yeliseyev flew again in Soyuz 8 on October 13, 1 969 
for 4 days 2 2 hrs. 4 1 mins, and on Soyuz 10, launched 
April 23, 1971. This mission lasted 1 day 23 hrs . 45 
m/ns. Volynov commanded Soyuz 21 on July 6, 1976 
for 49 days 6 hrs. 24 mins. Khrunov and Volynov 
are still in cosmonaut programme while Yelesyev 
has become a leading man in the Soviet manned 

space programme.
